It  Is  Up  To  You 

(hi  Page  1  will  be  found  a  story 
that  should  bring  shouts  of  joy 
from  eve-ry  Mississippi  Baptist. 
The  article  points  out  that  Sej>- 
tember  saw  the  greatest  amount  of 
money  contributed  by  Ifciptists 
through  the  Convention  Hoard  of¬ 
fice  for  Cooperative  l>rogram  ob¬ 
jects  in  the  history  of  Mississippi 
Baptists.  September  of  1953  was 
the  record  month  until  Septem¬ 
ber.  195-1.  On  Thursday,  Septem¬ 
ber  .50,  Mrs.  Duphyne  Pridgen, 
head  of  the  Bookkeeping  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Baptist  Convention 
Board,  reported  that  receipts  for 
the  month  totalled  $139,464.41. 
The  truth  of  the  matter  is  (hat  it 
amounted  to  a  little  more  than 
that  for  a  few  |>eople  brought  in 
contributions  late  in  the  {lay  after 
these  receipts  had  been  recorded. 
The  amount  received  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1953,  was  a  few  dollars  more 
than  $131,000.60. 

The  receipts  for  the  first  eleven 
months  of  the  present  Convention 
year  totalled  $1,220,886.68.  This 
means  every  organization  and  in¬ 
stitution  will  receive  the  full 
amount  that  was  planned  in  the 
budget  adopted  last  DccciiiIkt. 
But,  however  much  we  may  shout 
over  a  record-breaking  month  and 
the  reaching  of  the  Budget  Alloca¬ 
tion  i  neleven  months  instead  of 
twelve,  unless  Baptists  do  a  lot  of 
giving  and  more  praying  during 
the  month  of  Oc.tol>er  there  may 
be*  some  heavy  hearts  and  disap¬ 
pointed  groups  when  the  final  fig¬ 
ures  for  October  are  in. 

The  total  goal  for  the  present 
Convention  year  «  $1,500,000. 

That  means  that  we  must  give  al¬ 
most  twice  as  much  during  the 
month  of  October  as  we  gave  dur¬ 
ing  (he  record-breaking  month  of 
September  if  we  reach  the  goal. 
While  we  have  already  received 
enough  to  take  care  of  budget  ap- 
proproiatoin8,  there  are  two  other 
parts  of  the  $1,500,000  goal  that 
have  not  been  reached.  They  are 
money  that  is  to  go  to  capital 
needs  of  Mississippi  College,  Blue 
Mountain  College.  William  Carey 
College,  Clarke  College,  and  our 
Baptist  Hospital,  and  the  other 
part  is  to  go  for  world  wide  mis¬ 
sions. 

Every  worker  In  the  Baptist 
Building  is  pledged  to  do  his  best 
both  in  giving  and  in  promotion 
in  reaching  of  the  goal. 

Secretary  Quarles  is  averaging 
almut  18  hours  a  day,  with  others 
following  in  his  foosteps. 

The  appeal  to  reach  the  goal  is 
not  for  the  Convention  Board  nor 
for  state  mission  work,  but  for 
our  institutions  and  for  worldwide 
missions.  Every  institution  should 
enlist  every  one  h  can  in  this 
stretch  drive,  for  they  are  the 
beneficiaries. 

To  reach  the  goal,  means  that 
our  above-named  institutions  will 
have  something  to  help  meet  their 
capital  needs.  To  reach  the  goal 


means  that  we  can  increase  the 
amount  given  for  worldwide  mis¬ 
sions.  Many  a  missionary,  ac¬ 
quainted  with  Mississippi  affairs, 
will  be  praying  during  October, 
that  we  will  reach  the  goal,  be¬ 
cause  it  means  that  their  fields 
and  llieir  needs  w  ill  be  helped  by 
Mississippi’s  victory. 

May  we  suggest  some  ways  that 
every  church  and  every  Baptist 
can  help  reach  this  worthwhile 
and  sorely  needed  goal.

2.  1*4  every  church  that  has 
been  contributing  regularly 
through  the  Coojierative  Program 
check  the  treasury  and  see  if  there 
aren’t  some  more  dollars  in  some 
fund  as  yet  unused  that  could  be 
given  to  this  worthy  goal.  For  in¬ 
stance.  a  north  Mississippi  church 
sent  $500  front  its  reserve  fund 
and  a  church  in  east-central  Mis¬ 
sissippi  sent  a  generous  donation 
from  its  treasury  because  receipts 
had  been  more  than  expected.  If 
more  Mississippi  churches  would 
do  as  these  have  done,  what  a 
help  it  would  be  I 
2.  The  pastor  of  every  church 
that  has  not  contributed  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  should 
call  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
his  people  and  take  a  special  of¬ 
fering  to  help  Mississippi  Baptists 
reach  that  goal,  and 'make  a  con¬ 
tribution  himself. 

4.  There  are  many  churches  that 
have  been  giving  regularly  to  the 
Cooperative  Program,  but  their 
percentage  has  been  low.  Let  the 
pastors  of  all  the  churches  check 
their  percentage  giving  and  per¬ 
haps  they  could  add  to  what  they 
have  already  done. 

S  Let  individual  Baptists  ex¬ 
amine  their  hearts  and  their  pur¬ 
ses  and  perhaps  God  will  lead 
them  to  make  a  special  offering. 
Give  it  through-^our  church. 

One  word  of  warning.  Of  course 
money  received  after  the  last  day 
of  October  will  count  on  next 
year’s,  but  not  on  this  year’s. 
Therefore,  we  urge  every  pastor 
and  every  church  treasurer  to  see 


that  any  money  received  during 
the  month  is  sent  in  time  to  reach 
the  Convention  Board  office  be¬ 
fore  the  last  day  of  October.

Gambling  At  The  Fair 
la  Still  Illegal,  Period 

During  our  18  years  residence 
in  Hinds  County  we  have  attend¬ 
ed  most  of  the  State  Fairs  held 
to  Jackson  and  we  do  not  recall 
a  single  year  that  we  did  not  see 
open  gambling  on  the  Midway. 

Gambling  is  illegal.  The  fact 
that  it  takes  place  at  a  fair  does 
not  make  it  legal.  One  official  of 
the  fair  told  tis  that  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  have  gambling  in  order  to 
attract  the  people  That  is  a  slan¬ 
der  on  Mississippi.  Of  course  , 
here  are  a  few  people  who  want 
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to  gamble,  but  the  majority  do 
not.  Furthermore,  if  it  takes  gam¬ 
bling  to  have  a  fair,  we  would  be 
better  off  without  the  fair  as  well 
as  the  gambling. 

Gambling  is  aguimd  the  law  and 
if  people  are  going  to  be  arrested 
for  violation  of  other  laws,  they 
should  also  be  arrested  for  violat¬ 
ing  the  gambling  law.  If  people 
begin  to  fight  or  disturb  the  [>eace 
or  shoot  firearms  or  any  other  of 
the  various  violations  they  will  be 
arrested  promptly.  Our  officer* 
should  use  the  same  promptness 
concerning  gambling  whether  it 
be  penny  gambling  or  dollar  gam¬ 
bling.  A  gambler  should  not  bs 
in  a  preferred  class. 

There  are  enough  exhibits  and 
other  amusements  without  gam¬ 
bling.  And  gambling  does  riw 
draw  crowds.  It  only  helps  sepa¬ 
rate  the  crowd  from  their  money 
and  brings  them  nothing  in  re¬ 
turn. 
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Is  It  That  Serious? 

Me  are  in  thorough  sympathy 
with  President  Eisenhower’s  set¬ 
ting  aside  a  day  of  prayer.

At  a  recent  business  meeting  of 
our  church  an  ignorant  pt-rsaa 
moved  (bat  no  one  have  the  pow¬ 
er  to  call  a  business  meeting  as 
the  church  except  tbe  chairmaa 
of  the  Board  of  Deacons.  I  thought 
the  pastor  was  the  executive  of¬ 
ficer  of  a  Baptist  church.  The  mo¬ 
tion  carried  and  that  let  the  paw- 
tor  out.  Is  this  the  way  we  work 
in  a  spiritual  democracy? 

Answer: 

No,  it  is  not!  But  do  you  think  ■ 
is  nice  or  Christian  to  label  thw 
misinformed  person  as  "ig¬ 
norant?” 

There  is  just  as  much  Scrip- 
tore  for  a  chairman's  calling  • 
business  meeting  as  there  is  far 
"a  board”  of  deacons.  Deacons 
are  not  a  riding  board  in  a  New 
Testament  church  but  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  "servers’’  who  uke  order* 
from  tbe  church. 

The  pastor  or  the  pastors  are 
tbe  overseers,  directors,  superin¬ 
tendents  or  shepherds  of  the 
church  (translation  of  words  for 
“pastor”  or  “bishop”).  The  church 
23.59 1  is  the  controlling  body.  It  could 
10.25  j  authorize  the  chairman  of  the  dea¬ 
cons.  the  Sunday  school  superin¬ 
tendent,  or  anyone  else  to  hare 
the  power  to  call  a  business  meet¬ 
ing.  The  better  way,  however,  k 
to  have  regular  business  meeting*, 
or  to  have  meetings  called  only  by 
advance  notice  given  to  all  of  the 
members.  The  pastor  is  the  logical 
one  to  call  special  meetings. 

I  have  never  seen  a  chord 
prosper  which  did  not  honor  and 
respect  the  pastoral  office.

For  the  past  several  years.  Sister  Prayer  Meeting  has  been 
in  failing  health,  gradually  wasting  away  until  rendered  help¬ 
less  by  stiffness  of  knees,  coldness  of  heart,  inactivity,  and 
weakness  of  purpose  and  will-power.  At  tAe  last  she  was  but  a 
shadow  of  her  former  happy  self.  Her  last  whispered  words 
were  inquiries  concerning  the  strange  absence  of  her  loved 
>nes,  now  absent  from  her  presence,  busy  in  the  marts  of  trade 
rnd  places  of  world  amusement. 

Experts,  including  Dr.  Works,  Dr.  Reform  and  Dr.  Joiner, 
disagreed  as  to  the  cause  of  her  fatal  illness,  administering 
large  doses  of  organization,  socials,  contests  and  drives,  but  to 
no  avail.
